And, some of the slick (misleading?) com- 
puter ads you'll find in the newspaper and 
computer magazines are loaded with half- 
truths that camouflage insidious scams. 

Well, I'm sick of it. It's time to take off the 
gloves and take on the scammers. Read on 
and together we'll tear the veil from these 
despicable rip-offs, scams and lies. 

Plus, we'll discover how you can blast 
through empty claims with the work-anni- 
hilating power of the fully loaded BSR 3865X 
complete with NEW .28 dot-pitch super 
VGA monitor and $944 worth of included 
name-brand bonus software. 
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But first, let's explore some of the latest 
computer scams and rip-offs making the 
rounds these days. 

THE DOT-PITCH SCAM 

Not all super VGA (or VGA) monitors are 
created equal. But, some computer compa- 
nies would like you to think so.

It was almost 2:00 a.m. I was working late 
in my home office (as I often do).

include VCR timer functions) and all the 
buttons I use on my cable box remote.

It’s dbx. You may know of dbx through 
their revolutionary work with the dbx noise 
reduction system. 

They've earned numerous industry awards 
and 74 patents for advances in all branches 
of audio research, including speaker design. 

Originally, dbx was owned by the half 
billion dollar electronics giant BSR. But, it 
isn’t any more. Now a whole new line of 
audiophile dbx speakers is born—the Sound- 
field V Stereo Imaging Speaker System! 

This 5-way, 5-speaker system will thrill 


you with sparkling highs, wide midrange, 
bottomless bass and especially its revolu- 
tionary stereo imagery. 

But, before we examine each meticulously 
crafted driver, let’s discover what allows 
these audiophile giants to stand toe-to-toe 
with speakers costing $1,000 or more. 

STEREO IMAGING EXPLAINED 

It’s the imaging. The Soundfield V Stereo 
Imaging Speaker System doesn’t just repro- 
duce sound.

When I tried angling them in towards 
the center of my room the imaging and 
‘sweet spot’ improved dramatically. But, 
the low frequencies faded into thin air. 

Well, no more! The dbx Soundfield II 
bookshelf speakers are designed to produce 
deep, thunderous bass and tight, clean, life- 
like imagery.
